The following highly important case in 
the Federal Circuit Court for the district 
of South Carolina, will be read with the 
deepest interest; we have never witnessed 
a decision which gave such general satis- 
faction—It restores to commerce the [ittle 
business which the embargo acts have left 
us, and has given new life to the merchants 
engaged in an honest and lawful trade. It 
affords another memorable example of the 
necessity of an independent judiciary, who 
will give to the law its legal explanation. 
By this decision coasting vessels will be 
permitted to carry rice out of the state, as 
usual.

A motion was made by Mr. Ward for rule 
on the Collector to show cause why a man- 
damus should uot be issued against him, to 
compel the granting of clearances for the 
ship Resource, Moreton ; ship Two Pollies, 
Wilder ; ship Navigator, Snowden; ship 
Rising States, Anderson, and ship Louisa 
Cecilia, Fowler, founded on the following 
affidavit. 

“ Adam Gilchrist, and J. S. Barker, of 
Charleston, merchants, being severally 
sworn according to law, depose, that the 
American registered ship Resource, arri- 
ved from a foreign voyage in the port of 
Charleston about six months since, owned 
one half by the deponent, J. S. Barker re- 
siding in Charleston, and the other half by 
American citizens residing in Baltimore ; 
that the deponent representing the owners 
aforesaid, apprehensive that the bottom of 
the ship might, by her being detained here 
during the embargo, be totally destroyed by 
worms, did for that reason determine on

sending her to Baltimore and regularly ad- 


vertised for freight to said port of Balti- 
more; that having obtained the promise 
and actually engaged the freight of wbout 
six hundred balles of cotton, it became re- 
quisive to ship either balast or heavy friecht, 
so as to enable the said ship to be naviga- 
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ted with safety ; that baliast not being ob- 
tainable, these deponentd, about three weeks 
since, agrecd to carry to Balsimore about 
two hundred barrels of rice, freight free. 
and that the same was shipped by permit 
from the custom house, and under the in- 
spection ofa revenue officer about two weeks 
since ; that on application fora clearance of 
the said ship & hercargo to Simeon Theus, 
Collector of the port of Charleston, duly 
commissioned and authorized to exercise 
and perform the duties of said public office 
of Collector of the port aforesaid, he hath 
refused to grant a clearance for said vessel 
and cargo—alledging that although he has 
no suspicion, that the cleatance demanded 
is to cover an ostensible voyage to Balti- 
more, or to infringe or evade the existing 
laws, relative to the embargo, and although 
he admits that the said ship was ladened 
previously to his receipt of the act of con- 
gress, respecting the embargo, under date 
of the 25th April ult. yet that he is bound 
to refuse such clearance, under the direc- 
tions of the executive of the United States, 
which he conceives he is bound to obey; 
that the deponerfts have just right under 
the law to obtain from said Simeon Theus, 
Cellector as aforesaid, the clearance so with- 
held and refused to be granted.

Simeon Theus, Collector of the port a- 
foresaid, on whom a copy of the above rule 
has been served for cause, Showeth : 

“ That, in, and by, a certain act of Cons 
gress of the said United States, passed the 
25th day of April, 1808, it is, in the TIth 
Sect. thereof, amongst other things, enact- 
ed: “that the Collectors of the customs 
be, andthey are hereby respectively authors 
ised, to detain any vessel ostensibly bound 
with a cargo to some other port of the Uni- 
ted States whenever, in their opinion, the 
intention is to violate or evade any provis+ 
ion of the acts laving an embargo, until the 
decision of the President of the United 
States, be had thereupon.” Also, that in, 
and by, a certain circular letter from the 
treasury department of the United States, 
dated the 6th cf May, 1898; and address- 

ed to the said Simeon Theus, as collector 
aforesaid, he is instructed as follows : 

(Here follow the Circular instructions of 
Sir. Galietin. 

That the said Simeon Thevws, Collector 
as aforesaid, doth not detain the 
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foretsid, under the act cforesaid, because, 
in his opinion, there is no intention in the 
partics aforesaid, to viotute or evade any of 
the provisions of the acts laying an embar- 


go, but that he detains them under the in- 


structions which he has received in the let- 
ter aforesaid, xnd which as a pubiic officer 
he thinks he is bound to obey : That being 
univilling, on the one hand, to injure individ- 
uals ; and, onthe other, equally so, to com- 
mita breach of his duty, he submits the 
question (6. the court, upon the cause above 
shown. 
SIMEON THEUS, Collector.” 


The case was then submitted without ar- 


Judge Jounson delivered the following o- 
pinion of the court. 

_“ The affidavit, npon which this motion 
is founded, states, tha: the ship Resource is 
ballasted with one hundred and forty bar- 
rels of rice, under a load of cotton, and des- 


tined for the Port of Baltimore. The 


Collector, on his return to the rule, ac- 
knowledges, that he believed the Port 
of Baltimore to be her real destination, and 
that, if he had no ether rule of conduct 
but the lith secties of the act supplemen- 
tary to the embargo act. he wotiid not de- 
tain her: but urges in excuse, for refusing 
her aciearance, a letter from the secretary 
ofthetreasury. Itis not denied that if the 
petitioners be legally entitled to aclearance, 
this court may interpose its authority, by 
the writ of mandamus, to compe! the col- 
lector to grant it. Whe only questions, 
therefore, will be, whether the section of the 
act alluded to, authorised the detention of 
the vessel, and if it does not, whetber the 
instructions of the presidents through the 
secretary of the treagary, unsupported by 
an act of congress, will justify the collect- 
orin that detention —On the latter ques- 
tion there can be no doubt. The officers 
of Gur government, from ‘the highest to the 
lowest are eqtially subjected to leral re- 
straint, and it is confidently belicved that 
all of them feel themselves equally incapa- 
ble, as well from law 4§° inclination, to at- 


tempt an unsanctioned encroachment upon 


individual liberty. -In the letter alluded to, 
Mr. Gallatin speaks only in the language 
ef veco nmendation, not of command ; at 
tue utmost the collector could not only 
plead the influence of advice, and not the 
authority of the treasury department in his 
justification. 

“tn the act of congress there is no am- 
biguity.. The object isto prevent the eva- 
siongef the embargo act, by vessels which 
sail ostensibly for some port in the United 
States, when their real destination is some 
other port or plece.. The granting of clear- 
ances ia left absolutely at the discretion of 
the collector; the right of detaining in 
cases which excite suspicion is given him, 
with a reference to the willof the execu- 
tive. Congress might have vested this 
discretion in the president, the secretary of 
the treasury, or any otheroficer, in whom 
they thought proper to vest it ; but, having 
vested the right of granting or refusing in 
the collector, with an appeal to the presi- 
dent, only in case of refusal—the richt of 
granting clearances remains in him uvimn- 


paired and unrestricted. 
- “It doss not appear to us that the in- 





























structions from the treasury department, 
are intended to reach this case. The re- 
commendation not to grant clearances on 
shipments of provisions appears by the con- 
text to be restricted by two provisos, evi- 
dently pointed at by the reasons assigned 
for that recommendation. First, ifintended 
for a place where they are not wanted for 
consumption, or we suppose, where sup- 
plies, of the same article can be had from 
the state or neighbourhood in which such 
place is situated. Secondly: for a port 
which usually exports that article. Now 
with regard to the article of vice, it is im- 
possible to say how much the city of Balti- 
more will want for its consumption, as they 
have no internal supplies, and as the three 
southern states alone are exporters of that 
article, shipments of rice from Baltimore 
to Charleston might create suspicion, but 
not such shipments from Charleston to 
Baltimore. Weare of opinion that the act 
of congress does net authorize the deten- 
tion of this vessel. ‘That without the sanc- 
tion of lai, the collector is not justified, by 
the instructions of the executive in increas- 
ing restraints upon commerce, even if this 
case had been contemplated by the letter al- 
Iuded to, but from a temperate considera- 
tion of that letter, this case does not appear 
to come within the spirit and meaning of 
the instructions which it contains.” 


A Mandamus was ordered accordingly, 
commanding the collector to grant a clear- 
ance to the Resource. 


The above case was decided on Saturday 
se’nnight when several vessels, having rice 
on board, bound for the northern states, 
cleared at the custom house. The schoon- 
er Connecticut, capt. Wasson, with pas- 
sengers, a regular packet between Charles- 
ton and New-York, sailed the day following. 
She was retained'in Rebellion Roads by the 
Hornet sloop of war, and forbidden to pro- 
ceed tosea with rice on board. She re- 
turned to Charleston and landed her passen- 
gers. Thus then it appears, that the sol- 
cmn decision of the federal circuit court, 
delivered by one of the associate judges of 
the supreme court of the United States, is 
set at defiance by our armed vessels. They 
no doubt have acted agreeably to their or- 
ders, but when it is known that no orders 
from any department can be lawful which 
militate against the laws of the land we hope. 
that some measures will be adopted to as- 
certain whether the decision of the judges 
is not paramount to any opinions or direc- 
tions given by the subordinate branches of 
the government and whether so solemn a 
decision as was had shal] not be sufficient 
to secure and protect the rights of the peo- 
pie.

order away the English agents from Amer- 
ica? 1 will, I repeat again, suffer no more 
neutrals; all states represented in England, 
or enduring English agents, will be consic- 
ered as. the enemies of the great nation.” 
At the last leyee he passed several times 
by Armstrong without noticing him either 
by bowing or scraping. But just when the 
evee. was over, and with his Imperial back 
half turned to this Ambassador of an inde- 
frendent State, he bawled out: “ How dare 
your writers make free with a Sovereign of 
my power ; tell those who employ,you, that 
they shall be responsible to me for the li- 
centiousness of your presses, as well a8 for 
the audacity of your scribblers.

Mr. Rose has arrived in London from America ; 
he came in the Starira frigate. A Cabinet Coun- 
cil was held at the Foreign Office on savvrday Tasr, 
to deliberate on rhe subject of his communication ; 
we are sorry the accounts. from America are not 
very favorable to Ergland Alrhough nothing has 
hitherto transpired which renders’an amicable ad- 
justment hapeless..yet certainly "here exists good 
reason.to f-ar that the “neg>ciations are attended 
with much difficulty. The American government 
seem de-ermined to abide hy ihe dessands which 
they have made, of bringing all theit complaints 
forward together, and are not d spased to be satis- 
fied with a mere apology and reparation for the af- 
fair of thé Chesapeake. The dsputed points be- 
tween the countries invelve ques:ions of viral na- 
tianal importance; and, however clined we may 
pe to wish tora friendly termination of the difer- 
ence, we see more reason to fear than to hape. But 
the refusal of the American government to pe: mit 
Admiral Duckworth to water his sqvadron in the 
Chesapeake, dves not of itself render war more 
probable. It was unders'ecd, when the fast ac- 
counts came away, tha’ rhe embargo remained in 
full force, and thar no relaxation Of the measures 
Which the American government had adop'ed was 
to take place till.an answer had been received to 
the dispafches wansmitted to Europe Mr Ers- 
kine remains m “America—We understand thar 
the report of an ingurrection in the Western Coun.

published in the Virginia Gazette, They will be 
read with much pleasure by all considerate and re- 
flecting men.—-Spectator. 


Fetal Daet 1A gentlemen in this town 
has politely favored the editor of this paper 
with tle following extract ofa letter from 
his friendin Fincastle, dated loth may, 1808. 

“Cel Audrew Lewis this night received

in a duel this morning ; aud that bis oppo- 
nent Mr~ John .M-Henry, was just oxpir- 
ing at the departure of the said messenger. 
Thus itis told, Lewis challenged M‘Hen- 
ry to fight with pistols; the latter ceclined, 
but sail he would fight with rifies at the dis- 
tance of 15 steps—it was agreed toby Low- 
is—they met and both fell + Lewis was shot 




















throueh the héart, the other alittle below.” 

We have seen another letter from Fin- 
castle of the same date, which states the 
cause of the dispute between Lewis and M*‘ 
Henry; it Was concerning the Montgomery 
election. 

Mr. M‘Hlenry bad been elected this 
spring as delegate to the assembly of this 
commonwealth from Montgomery, in which 
capacity he had-acted for several sessions 
past.” Mr. Lewis-was a’ promising young 
man, and had just comthenced ‘the practice 
of the law; and from the’ able’ manner in 
which he acquitted ‘himself in the causes 
upon which he had been ‘called to speak, 


promised great credit to the’ profession.’ 


Mr. M*Henry ‘died the day following their 
rencounter. ‘hus iave two young men, like 
many others, in the pursuit of false honor, 
frustrated the views of their parents, de- 
fedted the purpose for which they were 
made, dnd madly rushed ‘into an unknown 
worldj!—-Siaunton Censor: ' 

Thoughts on Duelling —The usual excuse 
for duelling, is the preservation of honor. 
Let us now examine what this honor is, for 
in all my enquiries, I never could find a 
man of honor, able to give me any informa- 
tion, concerning what he called. honor. 


First, honor is ‘hot redigion—for the pres- 
ervation of it being effected by sending a 
friend into eternity, weltering in his gore, 
itis plain that religion must not ‘only be 
forgotten for the time, but condemned, and 
deserted forever, as a heap of fables, fit on- 
ly for women and children. Secondly, 
honoris not virtwe—for most part of the 
honorable quarrels, which have come with- 
in my knowledge, originated from events 
that showed the total absence of virtue— 
such as gaming, attachment to bad women, 
drinking, &e. . 

Thirdly—honor is not courage—for a 
man of real courage never lifts his weapon 
in defence of his vices, but in protection of 
his country or his person. And when we 
examine the false courage which animates 
a_duellist, we find it to be the pride of des- 
pair, an impious and daring contempt of 
the Supreme Being, which no valiant hero 
never yet indulged: 

Besides of fifty duels not five prove mor- 
tal, owing to the pusillanimity of the parties, 
who tremble into each others arms on the 
slightest interposition of seconds ; nay, 
some men of honor, have been known to 
give secret notice to officers of justice, that 
they may be interrupted before bloodshed 
can take place, 

Fourthly—honor is not Aumanity—view 
the bleeding body of a new killed duellist, 
in the. bloom of years and health, cut off 
ere he knows the value of the life he has 
lost—view his parents—his frantic father— 
and speechless mother—view their grey 
hairs brought with sorrow to the grave— 
and all this—in the protection of an harlot 


‘=the loss of a false trick at cards—or the 


obscene - altercation of a drunkard—view 
this, then say in what the humanity of «a 
duellist consists—take humanity frem the 
heart of man, and tell me what he is. 
Since honor, then, can be referred nci- 
ther to religion, nor virtue, nor courage, 
nor humanity, where are we to look for its 
Source? Ldo not ,hesitate to answer, that

It is to reject ‘the chal- 
lenge, to assure them that when they meet, 
the challenged will defend themselve 
as against an assassin This objection, 
being the only one thet can possibly be of. 
fered, and the only excuse that can ever be 
made for accepting a challenge, I dismiss 
in this manner, and will say no more con- 
cerning it. 

Honor, in the true sense of the word, 
means character—and this being the defini- 





» tion of philosophers, and men of understand: 


ing, I prefer it to the specious, though 
fashionable explanations of every profligate 
in the world, whether he wield a sword or 
a quill. If honor be character, who is it that 
can hurt that? The answer is so obvious 
ghat I need scarcely write it. In a few . 


words, we are ourselves the source of our 


honor or our disgrace, our character, our 
own infamy—and does a man who calls me 
booby ; who throws a glass in my face in 
wantonness—who says that I trumped a card 
when I had one of the same suit mM my 
hand—who hinders me from seducing his 
sister—who is mean enough to abuse me 
in a common newspaper—who unknowing- 
ly; is witty concerning a foible I am guilty 
of—who refuses to intoxicate himself to the 
health of my favorite mistress—docs 
such a man take from my honor, my char- 
acter? Surely not.—In some of the instan- 
ces he is an ill ‘bred man.—Does that take 
from my character?
